Chinese Suiiae Cane.— In the three days’ 
session of the late Sorghum Convention, held 
At Rockford, 111., many facts were developed 
which we regard of exceeding interest to the 
industrial public, hut which, buried in the 
1 >ng reports given from day to day, might not 
attract the attention which their importance 
deserves. The Chicago Tribune gives them 
more prominence by embodying, in a brief 
review of the whole discussion, the salient 
points brought out. Wcstatc them as follows: 
First — The fact was certainly established that 
there is no difficulty in growing the Chinese 
sugar cane, the Imphee cane, and the Otahei- 
tan in this latitude. Second — That the suc- 
cessful manufacture of either or all into sirup 
is a fixed fact. Third — That the granulation 
of these kinds has been successfully accom- 
plished, specimens of sugar having been ex- 
hibited at the convention proving this. 
Fourth — Taking the evidence of Mr. Cory, of 
Indiana, whom we regard as a pioneer in the 
business, the Otaheitan will granulate and 
make handsome sugar beyond a peradven- 
ture. Fifth — That the seed from the Chi- 
nese sugar cane — which lias been hitherto 
regarded as useless except for planting 
purposes — can be employed in feeding 
cattle, hogs, horses, &c., and jilso can he suc- 
cessfully manufactured into a flour which 
makes a very toothsome griddle cake. It was 
offered in evidence, and not controverted, that 
an acre of cane would produce forty bushels 
of seed, and that that product was equal in 
fattening qualities to the same number of 
bushels of corn. Sixth — That the juice of the 
Chinese cane, and doubtless the other quali- 
ties, without cooking, can be fed to hogs, cat- 
tle, and horses with admirable fattening re- 
sults; in fact, that in this respect, an acre of 
cane is equal to two or three of corn. This 
last is a very important feature, and should 
challenge the serious attention of stock raisers. 
Seventh — That the stalks, leaves, and heads 
will make an excellent quality of paper. This 
fact the Rev. Mr. Rmithett, in his excellent 
address, said bad long been known and prnr 
tised upon in the West India Islands and ottn r 
cane-growing regions. Eighth — The bagasse, 
which, with our producers, has been deemed 
useless— in fact, a positive annoyance, on ac- 
count of its swift accumulation— can be made 
to yield excellent manuring qualities, and can 
also be prepared as a fuel, to the saving of 
large quantities of wood and coal in the sea- 
son of sirup boiling. Ninth — The convention 
classified the different qualities of cane, which 
has never heretofore been done, into three 
varieties — Chinese sugar cane, Imphee cane, 
and Otaheitan. Tenth — That the quality of 
sirup manufactured from these three qualities 
is superior to that of any other offered in the 
market. Eleventh — That it is superior for 

refining purposes. Twelfth— That more than 
2,000,000 gallons (perhaps 3,000,000) have 
been manufactured in the State during the 
past year; and, lastly, that it is the most 
profitable crop that can now employ the 
farmer’s skill and energies. These facts the 
Rockford Convention has pretty surely estab- 
lished, and therefore we say in its results it 
has proved one of the most important conven- 
tions ever held in the Northwest. 



Shipping English Workmen to this Coin- 
Titv . — The N. Y. Journal of Commerce says 
that the suggestion which has been made in 
several quarters, recommending the appropri- 
ation ofsomeof the “English Relief Fund” to 
pay the expenses, in whole or part, of bring- 
ing needy opeiativis to this country, is worthy 
of a careful consideration by the benevolent 
gentlemen having charge of that noble inter- 
national charity. The object of the fund is, 
primarily, to feed the starving operatives of 
England. This is the first thing to be done; 
and it will not bear any delay. But when a 
sufficient supply of flour and other provisions 
has been distributed to meet the immediate 
wants of the hungry sufferers, then the ques- 
tion will come up, whether our sympathy and 
good will may not he more judiciously 
exercised in assisting the poorer and in- 
dustrious classes of the English people 
to come to this country, bringing with 
them their mechanical skill, their habits of 
labor, and their love and gratitude to the great 
Republic. Such is the demand for intelligent 
labor here, that every thrifty honest English- 
man brought to tli is country will at once he 
able to find employment in the North or at 
the West. Instead of being a dependent upon 
our charity he will then he supporting him- 
self, and also contributing to the common in- 
dustrial prosperity of the country. If lie re- 
mains at home, and, as the prospect now is, 
can get no work during the whole winter, he 
and the thousands like him will require im- 
mense contributions from this side of the 
ocean to keep them from starving. Tho 
millions of dollars which it is hoped will be 
raised for the English relief fttnd throughout this 
vast and oppulent country will hardly suffice to 
buy bread for all the famished operatives during 
the whole winter. The same sum that would 
purchase a man's flour and potatoes for three or 
four months would defray the expenses of 
bringinghim to this country in asailing vessel. 
While, therefore, it is the first duty of the re- 
lief committees to fill the craving stomachs of 
our brethren across the water, it may after- 
wards prove a wiser and more truly benevo- 
lent expenditure of the fund to import as 
many intelligent and able-bodied mechanics 
and laborers, without families, as are willing 
to try their fortunes in the New World. 
There is probably not one of them who would 
not jump with joy at the chance of coming 
here on those terms. It must be understood, 
of course, that we make these suggestions 
only on the supposition that the fund turns 
out as large as is now confidently hoped for. 
It is only after the distribution of food has 
been thorough and liberal that we would have 
any large proportion of the fund expended in 
this way. 

In this scheme of bringing English work- 
ingmen to this country, the United States 
Government might be expected to render some 
assistance, through the active co-op|>eration of 
its Minister and Consuls in England. The 
circular of Secretary Seward upon the subject 
of foreign emigration, issued some time ago, 
made it the special duty of our representatives 
abroad to give public notice of the great in- 
ducements offered by this country to emi- 
grants at the present time. It may be inferred 
from this that the Government will co-operate 
with the Relief Committee in the measure 
proposed. Perhaps, if requested, the Govern- 
ment may go so far as to furnish one of its 
own numerous transport vessels, free of ex- 
pense, to bring hither all of the desired c buses 
of workmen who are willing to come. 

Original Will of General Washington. — 
A correspondent of the Philadelphia Inquirer 
says, in reference to the removal of the will of 
Washington to a foreign museum, that it in- 
volves a national humiliation hard for Amer- 
icans to bear. Justice and history demand 
that the name of the man wh o is r esponsible 
tor this ntitiomtl Uisgiade shall be given to the 
world. Some time previous to the advance of 
our army last spring to Fairfax Courthouse 
and Ceutrevillc, Alfred Moss, then clerk of the 
Fairfax County Court, removed all the most 
important records and papers, public docu- 
ments, county seal, kc., to Warrenton, the 
county seat of Fauquier county, Virginia. The 
original will of George Washington was ri- 
moved by him either previous to or at the 
same time. The friends of Moss declare that 
he took the will of General Washington from 
the County Clerk's office at Fairfax Court- 
house and carried it off with him. lie had 
tried hard for some time previous to remove it 
to this city for speculative purposes. Henry 
T. Brooks, who was elected County Clerk at 
an election held at Fairfax Courthouse under 
an order of Governor Picrpont, is the corres- 
pondent above alluded to, and he further states 
that the boxes containing the public records 
of Fairfax county were placed iu his hands. 
He says: “The boxes were there opened by 
Job Hawxhurst, Deputy Clerk, Jonathan Ro- 
berts, and myself. We found everything of 
importance, except the county seal and the orig- 
inal will of General Washington. From hints 
thrown out by the secession friends of Alfred 
Moss, he had taken special care of these two 
precious articles.” Moss is dead. lie might 
have saved himself from an infamous immor- 
tality had he died sooner. 



The Pennsylvania Tobacco Croi>. — The 
tobacco crop of Pennsylvania is fully ns good 
as that of last year, and, although the leaf is 
not quite as large, the quality is as good, if 
not better. Already dealers and speculators, 
home and from abroad, are on the alert to 
secure their share of the crop, hut as yet have 
not commenced buying.

Thk Rebel Abmy in the South Whst. — A 
■orrespondent of a northern paper, writing 
from Nashville recently, says: 

Last night, 1 chanced to meet a gentleman 
who resides a, few miles from the city, and 
with whom T had formed some previous nc- 
luaintance. After a few minutes' conversation 
with him, he told me that he had that day seen 
couple of deserters from t lie rebel army — 
men who were once his neighbors, but had 
removed to Southern Kentucky before the 
breaking out of the rebellion. They were en- 
deavoring to get borne again, being perfectly 
satisfied that they hud obtained their “rights, 
and a great, many more of them than they had 
bargained for. Neither of them had shoes 
upon his feet, and one of the unluck y wights 
was destitute of even a semblance of a hat, 
having his head bound around with a torn 
and dirty handkerchief. They carried no 
bundles of any sort, and, when questioned by 
any of our soldiers, passed themselves off as 
refugees. The following is a synopsis of the 
tatement which they made to my friend, with 
egard to the numbers, condition, and intcu- 
ions of the rebel forces: 

The enemy at Murfreesboro’ are sixty-five 
thousand strong, and are under the command 
of Joseph ii. Johnson, to whom were subor- 
dinate l'olk, Cheatham, Hardee, and Buckner. 
Bragg was at Murfreesboro’, but the “refugees’ 1 
could not tell whether he had any command 
or not. They were in Kentucky during his 
invasion of that State, and very frequently 
saw Bragg riding on a dashing charger up and 
down the lines. Since the retreat into Ten- 
nessee, Bracjg had made his appearance very 
seldom, and the soldiers were for a long time 
in doubt as to who was their General. The 
last that the two runaways saw of him, he 
was riding rather dispiritedly through the 
streets of Murfreesboro/ accompanied by Gen. 
Pope and staff. Polk is a favorite with the 
soldiers from the Cotton States, but, singularly 
enough, is intensely disliked by those from 
Tennessee. Just the contrary is the ease in 
regard to Cheatham, whom the rebel Tennes- 
seeans dearly love, but who is looked upon 
with suspicion and distrust by the main body 
of the rebel army. 

The bitterest enmity exists between the 
whole force from Tennessee and the traitors 
from the Suites further South. A Tennesseean 
will not speak to an Alabamian or Mississip- 
pian, and never mentions either of them ex- 
cept in connection with a terrible oath, or 
some emphatic epithet, such as “dog,” “thief,” 
“scoundrel,” “murderer,” expressive of his 
contempt, derision, disgust, or hatred. The 
Tennesseeans openly regret the existence of 
the rebellion, denounce the cotton Slate men 
as the destroyers of the South; and bitterly 
deplore their own agency iu giving strengtrre 
and respectability to the conspiracy. Tln^ 
constantly declare that the war has lasted lon^| 
enough; that they have all shown 
their courage and manhood sufficiently; 
that their leaders ought instantly to sue 
for peace; and that Jeff Davis deserves 
be hung for having forced Tennes- 
see out of tne Union, when her people were 
so prosperous, contented, and happy. On the 
oilier hand, the malignant rebels from Missis- 
ippi, Georgia, and Alabama, heap every style 
i abuse upon the Tennesseeans, place them 
always in positions of dishonor in the anuy, 
compel them to do much more than their rea- 
sonable share of hard work, keep spies con- 
tinually amongst them to prevent desertions, 
watch all their movements with the utmost 
jealousy, and perpetually taunt them with be- 
ing “cowards, ' “traitors,” “Liucolnite?,” and 
abolitionists.” Fights arc continually oc- 
curring between the opposing factions, both 
in camp and on the march; and it is with the 
utmost difficulty and most incessant care that 
the rebel leaders can prevent the feud from 
breaking out into open warfare. Numbers of 
Tennesseeans have been imprisoned and shot 
for their insubordination, and for the too dar- 
ing expression of opinions adverse to the rebel 
Confederacy. 

A short time before our friends deserted, two 
men, named 8 wayne and Locker, were bru- 
tally murdered, because they declared that 
Tennessee would always curse the day when 
Beauregard fired upon Fort Sumpter. 

South Carolina and her soldiers have fallen 
into disrepute with all the fad ions; and what- 
ever other differences may exist among3t the 
traitors, tHey all agree in snubbing the Pal- 
metto State, and in speaking disparagingly of 
w|iiwntaiiw It is a common thing for 
South Carolinians Jn the a rmy t o he spoken of 
as “poor devils’ and 1 ten nigger men;” the 
former describing all those who by the laws of 
South Carolina are prohibited from voting fur 
certain State officers, because they do not own 
‘ten niggets.” The latter term, of course, 
designates the favored few who possess the 
magic number of human chatties. 

Disease is making the most fearful ravages 
in the ranks of the traitors, who scarcely find 
time to bury their dead. Measles, typhoid 
fever, diarrlima and flux are decimating every 
regiment. The men are but poorly supplied 
with clothing, notwithstanding tlie immense 
quantity of jeans, &c., which the rebels boast- 
ed they obtained from Kentucky. Every 
house in the rebel States has been stripped of 
carpeting to make blankets for the soldiers, 
and still the supply is utterly inadequate to 
the demand. Many of the troops are without 
tents of any kind, and their sufferings from 
cold are absolutely horrible. Thm* (JeorgM 
soldiers, named Doqant, Cook, and Pickens, 
actually froze to death, a few nights since, 
while ou picket guard near Lavcrgqe. Shoes 
can no longer be obtained, and if the rebels 
continue to hold their ground much longer in 
Tennessee, at least a third of their army will 
stain the snows with blood from their lacerated 
feet.. 

Vet it is a universal belief among the rebel 
soldiers that their army will not quietly with- 
draw into the Cotton Stales, and tbqt the 
grand battle of the war in the West will be 
fought at Murfreesboro, The rebels are indoed 
removing their supplies from the latter place, 
but only to provide for their safety in case of 
a reverse, aud to enable them to make every 
man available for the coming battle. For- 
midable fortifications have been erected at 
Murfreesboro, but the rebel leaders intend to 
place their chief dependence upon the courage 
and desperation of their mi n. 

The Affair at IIartsville. — The Nash- 
ville Union of Friday coqtain3 the following 
additional particulars of the late affair at 
IIartsville, Tenn.: 

The 30th brigade which surrendered at HarU- 
villc consisted of the 104th Illinois regiment, 
the 106th and 108th Ohio, and one section of 
the 13th Indiana battery, and at the time of 
the fight there was present about 300 of the 2d 
Indiana cavalry: this cavalry was no part of 
the brigade, but was on duty at that place. 
This force had been stationed at IIartsville, 
ind the Post was in charge of Col. Moore, of 
the 104th Illinois, commanding the brigade, 
The enemy, consist 1 ng of three regiments of 
infantry, and two of cavalry, and five pieces 
of artillery, under the command of Morgan 
and Duke, crossed the river about daybreak, 
two and a half miles above IIartsville. The 
Federal force was not surprised as first thought, 
but was aware that an attack would be made. 

The fight commenced about daybreak. The 
108th Ohio was ordered to support the artil 
lery. This regiment gave way on the first 
lire of the enemy, and was soon followed by 
the 100th Ohio. The fight was then left to 
the 104th Illinois, the battery, and the 2d 
Indiana cavalry. These conducted themselves 
with courage, the 104th driving hack the ene- 
my two or three times, until overpowered and 
compelled to surrender. 

The loss of the 104th Illinois was about 50 
killed and 100 wounded. The two Ohio regi- 
ments lost about 10 or 12. The 2d Indiana 
cavalry lost 12 or 15. The enemy’s loss, in 
killed and wounded, was over 200, among 
whom was Frank Buchanan, of Wilson coun- 
ty, reported killed. These were all new reg- 
iments and had been upon the march sinae 
their organization. The eneiqy’s reserve, con 
sisting of a number equal to the attacking 
force, were stationed on the opposite side of 
the river. After the surrender the Confede 
rates retired from that locality, and are sup- 
posed to have gone to Murfreesboro. Colonel 
Harlan, of the 10th Kentucky, now commands 
at IIartsville. 



Internal Revenue Act. — The bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, amenda- 
tory of the act to provide internal revenue to 
support the Government and to pay the inter- 
est on the public debt, approved July 1st, 
1862, authorizes the assessors and collectors, 
and assistants and deputies to administer oaths 
and affirmations in all cases where they are 
required, but no fees are to be charged or al- 
lowed therefor. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue is 
authorized to furnish to the Assistant Treas- 
urers or collectors of the United .States at San 
Francisco and Portland, Oregon, with adhe- 
sive stamps, or stamped papers, vellum or 
parchment, according to the provision of the 
Internal Revenue Laws, under such regula- 
tions and condition ? lie may from time to time 
prescribe, and without requiring payment in 
advance therefor, provided no greater commis- 
sion shall be allowed than is now’ provided by 
law. 

Any stamp appropriated to denote the duty 
charged on any particular instrument, or 
bearing the name of such instrument on the 
face thereof, which may have been psed or 
which shall hereafter be used for denoting any 
other duty of the same amount, shall be 
deemed and taken to be good and valid, pro- 
vided, the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to any stamps appropriated to denote 
the duty charged on proprietary articles. 

All instruments, documents, and papers sub- 
ject to duty, used by the officers of the United 
States Government, when the United States 
Government would be charged with the duty 
or stamp thereon, and all instruments, docu- 
ments, and papers of the executive depart- 
ments of the several States, subject to duty 
when any State would be chargeable with 
the duty aud stamp thereon, and also, all in- 
struments, documents, and papers relating to 
the procurement of bounty land and other 
bounties, pensions, and orders of pay, by or 
for officers, soldiers, and seamen, or their legal 
representatives who have been or may be in 
the service of the United States, are exempt 
from duty. 

The 95th section of the Internal Revenue 
act of July 1st, 1862, is so amended that no 
instrument, document, or paper made, signed, 
or issued prior to the 1st of March, 1862, with- 
out being duly stamped, or having thereon an 
adhesive stamp to denote the duty imposed 
thereon, shall for that cause he deemed inva- 
lid and of no effect. It is also provided that 
the 29th section of the act entitled an act in- 
creasing temporarily the duties on imports, 
and for other purposes, approved July 14th, 
1802, is hereby repealed. 

All goods, wares and merchandise, or arti- 
cles. produced or made and finished ready for 
sale and removal, for consumption, prior to 
the 1st day of September, 1862, whether actu- 
ally removed or not from the place of manu- 
facture, shall be and hereby are exempted from 
duty, on proof being made to the satisfaction 
of the Assessor of the District, who shall hear 
and determine the same that they were so 
^nade and finished ready for sale ami removal 
|or consumption, and where any duties shall 
ave beeu assessed or collected upon such 
goods, wares or merchandise, or articles so 
made and finished as aforesaid, the same shall 
be and hereby are remitted; and, if actually 
collected, refunded by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, uuder such regulations as 
he may prescribe. 

Hotels, inns, taverns, and eating houses 
having Liken out the license provided there*? 
for, shall not be required to pay any other li- 
cense for the sale of any article customarily 
furnished by hotels, inns, or taverns and eat- 
ing houses, and not prohibited by the laws of 
any State or Territory where the same may 
be located, as in violation thereof. 

Late and Interesting from Galveston 
and the Gulf. — By a late arrival from the Gulf 

e are favored with the following interesting 
glance at the progress of affairs near Galvcs*. 
ton, with otheV matters of interest: 

It was well understood, from trustworthy 
authority, on the 13th, that the rebels were 
preparing to make an attack on the Union 
gunboats in Galveston harbor with an armed 

Rilla of light-dralt steamers — that five of 1 
those vessels were being fitted up for action by 
removing their upper or hurricane decks, and 
fortifying their sides by a double layer of cot- 
ton bales. 

All the heavy guns from the battery at Vir- 
ginia Point have been removed to arm the 
steamers, and were to be immediately placed 
on board. It is known that the battery con- 
sisted of two 84-pounder rifled cannon, two 
10-inch columbiiids, four 8-inch columbiads, 
and the remaining nine guns of 24 and 12- 
Itfor nieces. Th e rebels have &l§o t light 
old buttery 6 r fouror sixpieraroa t4*.irrsrrrrfi 

land. Two of the boats thus being fitted up 
were the Bayou City and Diana, which for- 
merly plied between Galveston and Houston, 
and are capable of carrying from 300 to 400 
bales of cotton. They draw about 3 X A feef of 
water, and will be able to choose their own 
position at long range. Our gunboats are con}-, 
pel led to keep the channel, which is narrow. 

Another report is that the rebels intend to 
come down under cover of the night, and 
board the gunboats with & large force.— 
Thp number of Confederate troops under arms 
in the vicinity of Virginia Point is estimated 
at from 3,000 to 5,000. They have become 
juite bold lately, enter the city at night, and 
seize and press into their service any one they 
may find capable of bearing arms, making no 
discrimination between native? gud foreign- 
ers. 

At the end of one of the piers, under cover 
of tho United States steamer Westfield, are 
gathered a little baud of 50 or 100 Unionists. 
They are said to be in a most wretched plight — 
almost starving — and are day after day eager- 
ly expecting the U nited 8t lies troops to come 
to their relief. If caught by the rebels they 
will be immediately put to death. 

Gen. Magruder had recently arrived and as- 
sumed command of the rebel troops, liis 
headquarters are at Harrisburg, on Buffalo

Commodore fteqshaw, in command of the 
Jqited Status fleet, has everything in readi- 
ness for action at a moment's notire. 

On the morning of the 14th of November, a 
boat’s crew of five men and a master’s mate, 
belonging to the gunboat Owasco, landed on 
Bolivar Peninsula, and were suddenly fired 
upon by a body of thirty or forty rebels lying 
in ambush. The gunboat immediately opened 
fire upon them, but the rebels succeeded iu 
securing the boat’s crew as prisoners, with the 
exception of one man, who was badly wounded 
A cutter was afterward sent ashore, which 
brought him off, with the boat of the captured 
crew 

H. IL M. steam corvette Gray hound, three 
days from Vera Cruz, arrived *u the bay at 
o’clock on tho morning of the 14th. She came 
to communicate with the British Consul at 
Galveston. Her officers report that on th 
3th inst., during a heavy gale at Vera Crnz, 
eight vessels were driven ashore and all totally 
wrecked. Of these two were American — Lire 
bark Ella, of Boston, anti a ship, name un- 
known. Five were French transports, two of 
which lost all hands. The remaining one was 
an English merchantman. 

The french have now 28,000 troops at Vera 
Cruz.

AFFAIRS AT LKUANOX, KY. 

Ik Camp at Lebanon, Ky., ) 
December, U, 1802. j 
Since the return of Lieut. S. D. Pompelley, 
who was among the number of prisoners taken 
bv the rebels at the surrender of Munfordville, 
last September, we report at present ever}' 
neivl, start, and cominandintf officer belonging 
to the regiment. After deducting the names 
of tiie deceased, and those discharged on ac- 
count of disability, we still have upon our 
regimental roll over 800 names, nearly all of 
whom are til lor duty. In this regard nre we 
not a model regiment, particularly as we nev- 
er nun, bored 900? 

Some weeks since we learned, by direct 
complaint made to Col. Craddock, post com- 
mandant, and from the Journal, that there 
were lurking^about in this county some strag- 
gling Union soldiers, who were commit- 
ting sundry outrages both upon persons 
and property, and had become a terror 
to many of the good citizens. Means were 
immediately employed by our Colonel to 
give all the protection in his power to the 
citizens, and to seize the marauders them- 
selves, that they might be made an example 
nl, so that all kindred spirits of like thieving 
propensities might thereby be admonished that 
"the way of the transgressor is hard.” Three 
of this band were arrested and brought before 
Major Brown, Provost Marshal, one day last 
week, charged with numerous thefts, and of 
making threats of personal violence against 
any who remonstrated against their unlawful 
deeds. After investigating the charges, the 
Major handed them over to the civil authori- 
ties, so that the law might take its course. It 
is believed you will hear no more of such dep- 
redations being committed in this section. If 
yon do, you may be assured that every means 
at tiie command of the Colonel commanding 
at this post will be employed for their arrest 
and punishment. The ciiizens of this vicinity 
evidently feel confident that there will lie such 
an energetic and judicious administration of 
affairs on the part of the proper military 
authorities here as to secure to them the peace- 
able possession ot their homes and property. 

On the principle of giving “honor to whom 
honor is due, ' it is but proper to say that the 
citizens, soldiers, hospitals, and ail others in- 
terested, have reason to congratulate them- 
selves that they have here for Post Commissary 
or Quartermaster a gentleman who transacts 
the business of to-day as if lie expected to meet 
the same persons every day for years to come 
in business transactions. While he will not 
allow any to enrich themselves at the ex- 
pense of the Government, neither will he 
become a party in violating the legal rights 
of the citizen under the false pretext of bene- 
fiting the Government. Capt. C. H. Gaubert 
is a gentleman of fine business capacity and of 
great energy, and at the same time is remarka- 
ble for his urbanity of manners. He has not yet 
discovered in the list of his oftieial duties that 
he is placed under the slightest obligations to 
act tiie hour. An incident lately came to the 
knowledge of the writer which is alike credit- 
aide to the head and heart of the Captain. He 
had brought to his uotice a lad who had ren- 
dered some weeks' services to Hie Government 
as teamster, but was about to be sent adrift 
without any compensation for his labor, and 
in this condition, without a cent in his pocket, 
he would have been compelled to work liis 
way back to bis home in the mountains as 
best he could. Captain Gaubert summoned 
the wagonmaster before him aud de- 
manded the payment ot the friend- 
less lads just dues, and tho wagonmas- 
ter barely escaped dismissal from the service 
by the “skin of his teeth.” “ Let justice be 
dono though the Heavens should fall ’ 

Not many days ago, there were brought to 
this place, from Perryvillc, en route for your 
city, sixty wounded convalescent soldiers 
Their mutilated condition was well calculated 
to touch the sympathies aud *cxcite the grati- 
tude of every one who wished well to their 
Country's cause, and could appreciate the 
heroic bravery and noble daring of their 
Country’s defenders. It was saddening to 
look upon the noble fellows. In some 
instances the “human face divine” was 
marred and scarred a? to be almost 
entirely robbed of its former beauty, and 
again some of them had lost a leg, and 
consequence they will be compelled to 
go “ halt ” through life — and others had lost 
an arm, aud in almost every instance it was 
the right at that. Vet a more hopeful set of 
men, under circumstances so sad, I never saw. 
With a heart deeply stirred and sorrowful, 
approached three youug men who happened 
i be standing together, each tiie subject of 
the same misfortune, viz., the loss of the right 
arm. when 1 inquired uf the one nearest me, 
“How do you do?” lie immediately respon- 
ded— “First-rate I” To the second I pro- 
jmundeil t he sam e inquiry, when he as readily 
mf-wered, ""Elegantly! Elegantly I” Then 
turning to the third, I asked, “How do you 
jeF along, sir?" When I received for answer, 
Bully! oh bully!! ’ Such spirits can never 
be conquered — they can only be set free. 
Thesick here are well cared for; they arc made 
ns comfortable as they could be anywhere 
that was destitute of hospitals, built for the esp- 
ial purpose. Dr. Brady has entered upon 
iis duties with great zeal and industry, and 
.he physicians in the different hospitals arc 
untiring in their devotion to the’r duties, and 
their success, as indicated by tiie statistics, 
would clearly demonstrate that they were 
eminently skilful practioners. There are a 
number under treatment here, who were 
wounded at the battle of Chaplin Hills. 

The 12th Kentucky infantry arc in camp 
,i this immediate vicinity, and also tiie 7th 
Tennessee infantry. Refugees nre daily arriv- 
ng herefrom East Tonnes e\ Some of them 
have been weeks and even months in getting 
hete, Many of them have been chas ai like the 
deer and hunted like the partridge in tho 
mountains. They are seeking the regiments 
from East Tennessee towbich their friends be- 
long with the intention of volunteering with 
them. We may say with the Potomac and 
Washington City, in reference to this point, 
“Lebanon is safe, and all is quiet upon this 
end of the railroad.” MORE ANON.

Pennsylvania Grown Tobacco. — In Hi is 
city are several tobacco commission houses 
doing an immense business, even now when 
tobacco, like its first cousin cotton, is under a 
cloud. Sh irp-witted farmers in this State — 
i he kind ot’ men who read newspapers and 
keep their ideas above mere grubbing- 
have planted largely of the Indian weed, and 
will realize splendid profits by its cultivation 
There i9 a great deal of tobacco now raised in 
Pennsylvania; Lancaster county will save a 
big crop. Even the most conservative of the 
German people have learned that tobacco at 
15 to 18 cents per pound pays better than corn 
at 75 cents per bushel of fifty-six pounds 
weight. Along the west branch of the Sus 
quehanna this season a great many acres of 
tobacco have been housed. In Lycoming 
county the culture was first started by a Meth- 
odist Minister, Rev. Mr. Piorce. 

The frentlemon, it will be remembered, was 
sent to Congress from that district, and made 
his mark as a member of the Printing Com- 
mittee. Ileing a man of property, he seeded 
a good sized field with tobacco. Some of 
the good Methodists thereabouts decried this 
as unworthy of the clerical cloth. They al- 
lowed that as chewing tobacco was a vice t the 
raising of the weed was equally reprehensible 
Mr. Pierce couldn’t see it iq this light. lie 
didq’tpull up the crop, and as cattle wouldn’t 
break in and devour it, it matured magnifi- 
cently. It might not be amiss to add that ;ul- 
joining Mr. Pierce’s circuit was a circuit upon 
which was Rev. Mr. Torrence, now the agent 
of the Pennsylvania Bible Society. About the 
same time that Mr. Pierce narrowly escaped 
being overhauled for cultivating quids, Air. 
Torrence was in like danger of popular repre- 
hension |for being an Odd-Fellow. This, it 
must be understood, was in the “interior.” 

To return to the point, tobacco is now grown 
extensively all the way up the west branch, 
and ou the north branch also, though to a less 
extent. Several firms exhibited to us letters 
inquiring their term9 of consignment, etc., 
concerning this Pennsylvania tobacco from 
localities where we know a tobacco plant to 
have been as great a rarity as a plant of cot- 
ton, or a growing pine apple. Tne crop this 
year is larger than ever before, (t is not bet 
fef, Ao\yever, for the season was a few dqys 
foq short, uqt lhp breadth of ground sowed 
was much greater. Pennsylvania leaf sells at 
this moment at fro n 14 to 18 cents. It is prob 
able that it will be still higher. Jersey soil 
is not generally ricli t nough to produce it. The 
bottom lands of our rivers may yet produce 
as good an article as is grown on the bottoms 
of the James river. — Phil. North Amer. Ill//

Scicide of a French Countess.— A n Irish 
contemporary, the Limerick Chronicle, is 
responsible for the following sensation story, 
which, if not true, at least does credit to the 
invention of the writer: 

The sudden death of one of the leading 
stare of the fashionable world of Paris is an- 
nounced, and rumor states in rather a singular 
manner. At the Eaux of Kins, the Countess 

fle — had formed a liaison with a young 

Itussian, which caused her to protract her stay 
there longer than usual, till, in short, a press- 
ing letter from her husband induced her to 
return to Paris. Along with her Russian 
lover she returued the very evening before 
the husband, who was also absent from Paris, 
had announced his arrival, so that not only 
were appearances saved, but a laudable ala- 
erity exhibited. By her companion’s advice 
the lady alighted at her own hotel, in the Rue 
de Cranilie, thus proving, by the acte de 
presence, that she had obeyed the injunction 
of the Count, her husband; but ss it had hern 
agreed on beforehand, tho lovers were re- 
solved to spend this last evening together be- 
fore parting, as it weep, forever. The great 
golf of etiquette, propriety, and the prudence 
ol Paris life onee between them, they knew 
well enough that they would henceforth be- 
come as much separated as though by the 
whole breadth of the universe. 

With this reflection they agreed to meet at 
a cage, at the angle of the Boulevard des Ital- 
ians, and a street called by the grandins “La 
\alledes Larmes” ( d'autrui ), and here the 
mystery ot the “suicide” begins. Arriving 
together, they ordered a cabinet particulier, 
which was furnished them in the scries over- 
looking the boulevard. The lady appeared 
overcome with grief nnd trouble. A dinner 
de premier gualite was served, and daring its 
consumption, both attendants appointed to 
wait observed the striking contrast exhibited 
in tho behavior of the two guests. While the 
lady grew more and more desponding as the 
dinner proceeded, the spirits of the gentleman 
rose higher. He had already drunk largely 
during dinner, taking nothing but cham- 
pagne, according to Russian taste; and 
when the dessert wns placed upon the table, 
nnd the waiters withdrew, l>oth of them 
observed that the gentleman seemed to have 
had “as much as was good for him.” After 
the exit of the waiters a silence of more than 
au hour took place in the room occupied by 
the pair, when suddenly there burst lortb from 
that room the wildest shriek ever uttered in 
mortal agony. The door flew open, aud the 
young Russian, pale as death, with tottering 
steps, and a countenance frightfully distorted, 
rushed along the gallery, calliug aloud for 
help. The whole establishment was aroused 
on the instant; and the lady was beheld 
lying back upon the sofa a corpse, the blood 
streaming in a torrent from her throat, and 
flowing slowly through the rich lace trim- 
mings of her dress, to form a ghastly pool, in 
which her violet-colored boots were soaking, 
with horrible contrast to the gay scene around.

extinct, death having been immediate from 
the stab in the neck, which had severed the 
jugular vein. The police were, of course, on 
the alert instantly. What Imd taken place in 
the hour after the waiters had left can only be 
learnt from the Russian’s account. He declares 
that through the haze of wine and cigars he 
can but remember having arrived, amid the 
tears and regrets of his companion, to the sec- 
ond bottle of champagne, which stood iu the 
wine cooler, and his hand was on the bell to 
summon the waiter to draw the cork when 
the lady, who had been weeping violently, 
implored him to abstain from calling any one 
who might he aide to bear testimony to ber 
emotion. Accordingly, willing to accede to 
her request, lie drew from liis pocket a knife 
of curiouso manufacture, which he purchased 
in England some little time ago, and which 
contained a spring corkscrew as well as sev- 
eral blades of various sizes, which he opened 
one after another to show to his companion, 
in order to create some little diversion to her 
grief. 

The last one of all was a kind of broad pri- 
ming blade, sharp, bright, and powerful, such 
as England alone produces, and, although at 
the time under the influence of the wine he 
had been drinking to an ineredihlo extent, lie 
fancies that he can remember the very words 
of the conversation which took place upon the 
occasion. He remembers, too, perfectly hav- 
ing placed the corkscrew in the cork, hearing 
tiie creaking, hissing sound which accompa- 
nies its yielding to the pressure of the fixed 
air within, and after that shock, a fearftil 
shriek, aud nothing more. A hand was ex- 
tended to tiie knile, and thcCountess snatched 
it from where it was placed, open; the idea of 
suicide was suggested hy tho temptation, and 
she plunged it into her neck. The Russian is 
so completely under the effect of tiie shock 
that lie is about to quit Paris forever, and to 
retire to his own estates; and the husband of 
the Countess, regarding the affair as a just ret- 
ribution of Heaven, refuses to challenge tiie 
paramour, though urged to do so by good-na- 
tured friends.

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8feg’*l if course it is scarcely worth our while 
to speculate at any length upon the intelli- 
gence received up to this moment trom tbe 
Headquarters of the Army of the Potomac, 
as there seems to be a certainty that upon our 
next page we shall be able to give further and 
perhaps decisive facts. It appears, that, al- 
though Gen. franklin gained a considerable 
advantage on the left, driving back the enemy 
in front of him and taking some hundreds of 
prisoners, our forces in the centre met with 
two repulses in their attempts to storm the 
rebel works, sustaining very heavy losses in 
killed and wounded. Nevertheless, our troops, 
in no degree disheartened, kept up the light 
till dark, and slept at night where they had 
fought through the day, and the battle was to 
be renewed hy them yesterday morning at 
daylight. 

The army of the Potomac has encountered 
an army probably equal to itself in numbers, 
entrenched behind the strongest works, and 
possessing, no doubt, a decided superiority iu 
the skill and experience of its Generals. We 
have a strong hope that we may have the bles- 
sed privilege of announcing a glorious victory, 
but we are not without fears that the absence 
of Gen. McClellan from the theatre of war 
will prove a national misfortune. Burnside 
and Hooker are good and brave Generals. 
McClellan and Buell are great Generals. 

Burnside took McClellan’s place with the 
full knowledge, that, taking it, he must 6ght, 
and fight soon, be the result what it might. 

Dndirhand Work. — We have received au- 
thentic information that all through the upper 
and middle portions of Kentucky strenuous 
and concerted exertions have recently been 
made and arc now in progress to impair pub- 
lic confidence in the Editors of the Louisville 
Journal and to destroy the circulation of* the 
paper. We do not certainly know what inter- 
ests the persons engaged in these exertions are 
seeking to subserve, but we judge from the 
general character of tbe papers that they en- 
deavor to introduce in the place of ours, that 
they are at work iu the cause of freesoilism. 
The abolitionists regard the Journal as "a lion 
in their path/’ and many of them would scru- 
ple at nothing in their efforts to remove the 
dreaded obstacle. 

If the Louisville Journal is not its own vin- 
dication against calumny, it deserves none. 
Its readers must judge of it for themselves, 
and it asks the support of no one who docs 
not regard it as honest, fearless, and patriotic. 

It has had the confidence of one generation 
that has passed from the stage of being since 
it came into existence, and we hare no fear 
that it will not hare tbe confidence of another 
so long as we shall be able to stand in undi- 
minished strength at our prcscut post of duty. 
We are proudly conscious of having at heart, 
in the prosecution of our public labors, only 
the great interests of our country and of man- 
kind. We have political opponents, who could 
bear witness, that, if wordly profit had been 
our object, we might, nearly two years ago, 
have had wealth enough to gratify our utmost 
wishes. 

We think wc are right in suggesting, that, 
while the enemies of the Journal, for whatever 
reason, are making a combined ett'ort to de- 
stroy it, its friends and the friends of the coun- 
try it bus so long and so zealously served shall 
put forth their strong exertions to sustain it. 
Let its every friend be a champion. 

Geo. P. Kune, ex-, Marshal of Balti- 
more, who was arrested more than a year ago 
and sent to Fort Warren, from which he has 
been recently released, publishes a violeut ut- 
tadv upon the Secretary of State for having 
deprived him of his liberty. Whatever may 
be said or thought of arbitrary arrests, ex- 
Marshal Kane lias unquestionably suffered 
less punishment than he deserved. He is a 
known traitor, and his arrest was for treason. 
On the evening after the massacre of the Mas- 
sachusetts volunteers in the streets of Balti- 
more by those rebel sympathizers who were 
resolved that no military force should pass 
through that city for the defence of Washing- 
ton, he telegraphed as follows to a prominent 
rebel at Frederick, Md., who soon afterwards 
led n band of Maryland traitors to join the 
rebel forces in Virginia: 

Thank you for your offer. Bring your men 
by tbe first train, and we will arrange with 
the railroad afterward. Street* re d with Mary- 
land blood. 

Send expresses over the mountains nnd val- 
leys of Maryland and Virginia for the rifle- 
men to come without delay. Fresh hordes 
[of Union volunteers] will be down upon us 
to-morrow (the 20th). We trill fight them and 
whip them or die. GEO. P. KANE. 

Au interesting question arises as to what 
was the proper duty of the U. S. Government 
in that case. Here was a leading, active, and 
very influential rebel engaged in rallying 
armed men to resist the passage of U. S. troops I 
through Baltimore. To allow him and others 
like him to proceed unopposed in their trea- 
sonable work would itself have been no better 
than treason. To allow the operation of the 
writ of habeas corpus would have been to per- 
mit Kane to proceed with impunity in his 
operations against tho Government. And, if 
Kane's ease had beensubmittel to a jury, there 
would not have been the remotest possibility of 
his punishment, for there was so large a propor- 
tion of violent rebels among the population of 
Baltimore, that no jury could have hefcn 
found to render a verdict against a rebel 
for any act of treason, however heinous 
or however conclusively established. The 
only alternative before the national authorities 
was cither to let Kane and his accomplices 
muster whatever armed forces they pleased for 
the murder of loyal troops and the practice of 
treason in all other conceivable ways, or to 
take the responsibility of thrusting them by 
the strong arm of Executive power where they 
could do no mischief. And we don’t believe 
that in this case the Government chose the 
wrong branch of the alternative, for Baltimore 
was a place, in which, at such a crisis as then 
existed, the most vigorous enforcement of a 
vigorous policy was absolutely indispensable 
to the safety of the Republic. 

If Rlanton Duncau and John Tompkins, 
when one was parading his rebel regiment 
through the streets of Louisville, and the 
other advertising for recruits at his rebel re- 
cruiting station in our city, bad been arrested, 
and the operation of the habeas corpus been 
permitted, both of them would at once have 
been discharged as guilty of no offence, for 
Judge Monroe, who would have officiated in 
the case, was a bitter rebel who looked upon 
treason ns loyalty and soon afterwards fled to 
the Southern Confederacy, and, if they had 
been indicted and tried by a jury, we all know 
that there would have been no earthly chance 
of their conviction, no matter what the proof 
against them, for there was enough of 
fierce treason in our city to render jury 
trials for treason the most utter mockery on 
earth. Nevertheless they ought to have been

I Kentucky, in view of the fact that the destiny | 
of this State a til of other States depended ( 
perhaps upon tbe events then in rapid pro- J 
gress, lmd seized those pestilent traitors and 
held them for a period in custody, it would iu 
our opinion have been doing no wrong either 
(0 individuals or to the country. 

We certainly have no regrets to waste on 
the confinement of Kane and of such as he. 
What in this relation we deem unfortunate 
is that the President, when Congress next 
met, did not communicate the instances in 
which he had felt constrained by the recess of 
Congress and by the extraordinary circum- 
stances of the time to suspend the privilege of 
the writ of habeas corpus , ask indemnity for 
the violation of law involved in this necessary 
assumption of power, and recommend that 
Congress pursuant to the constitution au- 
thorize him to suspend the privilege of the 
writ under such limitations as might be held 
proper. It cannot be doubted that Congress 
would have yielded at once to an application 
like this. Then the irregularities of the past 
would have been cured, and the possibility of 
future irregularities would have been re- 
moved. Then, moreover, we should never 
have heard of the strange doctrine of the con- 
stitutional right of the President to suspend 
the privilege of the writ, which, whether 
from misguided patriotism or from courlicr- 
sbip or from both, has since sprung up 
and nourished in some degree amongst 
us, to the great amazement and regret 
of the enlightened men of the lund. We 
think the President in omitting to pursue this 
course fell into a serious error; and Con- 
gress in neglecting unasked to authorize 
the President to suspend the privilege of Hie 
writ committed another serious error. 

We see, however, that Congress at last is 
about to correct this error, a bill for tbe pur 
pose amongst other purposes having passed 
the House ol Representatives on Monday last, 
though, we are sorry to say, with such grave 
defects as to repel the conservative vote in that 
body. The bill indemnifies the President and 
all officers acting under his direction, which 
is right enough, but it also deprives the party 
of his civil remedy, which is not right, nor is 
it regular in bills of indemnity. Besides, the 
bill does not confess the illegality of the acts 
involved, which is likewise irregular, and, 
though not perhaps under all the circumstances 
an insuperable objection, is to be regretted. 
There are still other objections to the bill. We 
hope it will be so amende 1 and improved in 
the Senate as to receive the unanimous sup 
port of that body. It was unfortunately pressed 
through the House without tl^ opportunity of 
debate. 



It will not do to pretendtbata whole Slate 
and all its people arc loyal.

and Kirby Smith, since their late expulsion 
from it, have bitterly denounced for its re 
lentless hostility to the rebellion, is infamous 
and atrocious. The Senator who will stigma 
ti/.e, as a mere “nest of traitors” and the abode 
exclusively of “old women,” a State that has 
done wbat Kentucky has done in this war, 
and suffered what she has suffered, anil been 
desolated as she has been desolated, and yet 
remains ns patriotic as she remains, is a dis- 
grace to the people he represents, a shame to 
the deliberative body in which he is allowed 
to represent them, nnd a libel upon the human 
form, in which his soul, better fitted to in 
| habit that of a fiend or brute, is permitted to 
dwell. 

Senator Morrill did not denounce Kentucky 
with any idea or suspicion that there was 
word of truth or a shadow of justice in his 
language. He knew there was not. His 
whole purpose was to irritate, to insult, to ex 
asperate. For abolition’s diabolical sake, he 
would gladly force the Border slave States into 
participation in the rebellion. He and all his 
accomplices arc ns much traitors, just as much 
the enemies of the Union, as the worst gueril. 
las that ever committed theft aud robbery and 
arson and murder under the lead of Quantril 
or Forest or Morgan. Maine has shed her 
blood generously in this war, and we should 
suppose that whatever she has left would rush 
to her face iu blushes for her recreant and infa- 
mous Senator.

lustration ofthe sublime of treachery, faithless- 
ness, and ingratitude.

General Orders No. 31. 

The General Commanding has received sev- 
eral applications from Kentuckians, who have 
abandoned the rebel armies, for permission to 
return to their homes; and he is informed that 
large numbers of others would make the same 
request of him did they dare hope for a favor- 
able rcidy. Under these circumstances the 
General feels railed upon to defiue his views 
with relation to all this cla-s of men, and to 
say what he is prepared to do in such eases. 

This war is waged for the preservation of i 
the Union of our fathers. To preserve that 
Union, the rebellions States must be coerced 
into submission. This is the one great end 
we have in view — and this end must and shall 
be attained. Without passion, trom a sense of 
duty, trusting in the God who abhors pride 
and all injustice, wc march onward to that 
end. — 

That the people of tbs South have been de- 
luded by ambitious demagogues, deceived by 
lying misrepresentations, carried away, some 
by natural sympathies, oth' rs by an irresis- 
tible current of circumstances — that many 
have even been forced into a participation in 
the rebellion, wc well kuow. We both know 
and deplore the cruel necessities of the situa- 
tion made for them hy their rulers. We abhor 
the grinding despotism which has devoured 
their substance, depopulated their valleys, 
converted peaceful neighborhoods into haunts 
of banditti, and substituted a reign of oppres- 
sion and terror for tbe mild government under 
which, but two short years ago, they were so 
happily living. We pity them — >ve have pitied 
them— even while duty rompelled us to uu- 
shcalli the sword against them; and though 
so long ns they confront us iu arms our 
swords shall never he returned to their scab- 
bards, we yet will gladly hail the day when 
this desolating and unnatural war shall cease. 

For this reason the General commanding is 
disposed to hold out every encouragement to 
these misguided men to lay dowu their arms, 
and abandon the desperate cause in which 
they arc embarked, return to their homes and 
families, and resume once more tbe tranquil 
occupations of peace. 

All that will be exacted of those who will 
honestly do so will lie to take the non-comba- 
tant's parole and give proper security that 
they will keep it. So long as they faithfully 
observe this parole, obey the laws, and deport 
themselves as peaceable citizens, they shall 
not be molested by any officer or soldier be- 
longing to this army. 

But, if, false to their pledges and ungrateful 
for the penerosity shown them, they are found 
conveying information to the enemy, traffick- 
ing with him, aiding him with supplies or 
money, or in any other way violating the 
spirit of their engagements, they will be sum- 
marily dealt with as spies or perjured traitors 
with the utmost rigor allowed by the laws of 
war.

Sfencku lloi'.t:, Cincinnati, Dec. 11, I.n',2. 

I took the train from Frankfort this morn- 
ing, and by wav of Lexington nnd Coving- 
ton reached this Kentuckians Cincinnati 
h irne at an early hour in the evening. The 
t.-ain waits at Lexington three hours, which 
gave me the opportunity of taking a comfort- 
able dinner at the Broadway with Speaker 
Bnckner and seeing many other friends. 1 
had a longing desire to drive ont to the East- 
ern Lunatic Asylum to pay Dr. C'hipley, its 
General Superintendent, a flying, visit, but 
time would not permit me to enjoy that 
gratification. 1 never remember to have seen 
so charming a December day as this has been. 
The windows of the ladies’ car were o)>ened 
until near sunset, though the weather was sea 
sonably cold. The country through Bourbon 
and Harrison is superb rolling land; here and 
there, os the train dashed on, some mountain 
rivulet seeking its way to the Licking river 
had been congealed by the sceptre of the frosl 
king, and shone like burnished silver or looked 
like high stalactites of diamond. Through 
t ic deep cuts ns the cars swept rapidly on, 
myriads of leaves were whirled high in tho 
air and danced in circles in our wake, as if in 
the ecstasy of enjoying the glorious weather. 
The Kentucky Central Railroad shows many 
evidences of the rebel raids, and their'wantou 
destruction of property; burned depots, distil- 
leries, and houses; tressel work destroyed; 
bridges and culverts idown up, mark the track 
of the infamous vandals, almost as thickly as 
milestones on a turnpike. The road now is in 
admirable order, and every point of danger is 
strongly guarded and stockaded. It was 
a sad reflection to me that so m any 
gf our brothers from other States, who had 
volunteered to put down the rebellion, 
have been compelled to remain in Kentucky 
to net as a police force over our State 
improvements, aud protect them from the in- 
cendiary sympathizers with the rebels. If it 
requires all the resources of the State, the civil 
authorities of Kentucky ought to enforce a 
due observance of the laws within her borders. 
When Kentucky claims to be loyal to t lie 
Union, it is deeply mortifying to know that 
strangers are guarding her soil from desecra- 
tion, because her own courts seem to have 
been paralyzed. Gov. Robinson, Gen. Fen- 
nell, nnd others will leave Frankfort 
for Washington in a few days in 
the hope to obtain from the Federal 
administration some assurance that onr 
slave properly shall not be molested by its 
soldiers, aud yet the infamous home aiders 
and abettors of treason do their woik of pil- 
lage, arson, and destruction, while the law 
seems powerless to check them. Let our 
Legislature, which meets four weeks from to- 
day, take some action to avert this disgrace 
from the State, and let us hope that the au- 
thorities at Washington will do all they can 
to remove the causes of heart-burning and vin- 
dictive feeling. We have suffered enough from 
ourenemies and the enemies of the country, 
without being subjected to similar treatment 
from our friends and the friends of the coun- 
try. 

Let us hope, too, that the Government will 
not abandon the idea of extending the Ken- 
tucky Central in the direction of East Tennes- 
see, and let our State and people repay the ex- 
penses at some future time. The ideaof trans- 
porting subsistence by teams from Lexington 
through our desolated counties on the way to 
the Gap is preposterous. I don t believe a six- 
mule team could carry forage enough at one 
load from Lexington to the Tennessee line to 
subsist the animals for the round trip. 

Lexington has quite the air of a military 
cantonment; army wffigons, ambulances, cais- 
sons, cannon, and other evidences of the “pride 
and pomp" of war are in all the streets; senti- 
nels are at the corners picking up stragglers, 
and there is hurrying to and fro in all direc- 
tions. A large detachment of artillery and 
cavalry left on one of the Southern pikes 
while 1 was there this morning, and made an 
imposing feature in the beautiful landscape 
from the depot of the Central Kentucky 
Railroad, as they wended their way up a 
bill on the far horizon of this stirring pic- 
ture. From this point, travellers have a 
fine view of the superb cemetery of that city, 
and tile imposiug shaft erected" to the memory 
of Henry Clay. The column, with its capital 
and entablature, is the very perfection of ar- 
tistic taste, both in design and finish, but the 
statue of the beloved statesman which sur- 
mounts it is a supremely ridiculous abortion, 
conveying no idea of Mr. Clay, and unmaikcd 
by any attribute of his transcendent ability. 
The profuse liberality of private subscription 
and the lavish donation of the State ought to 
have assured to Ihe people of Kentucky a 
statue of their favorite from the chisel of 
Hart — he alone being able to surmouut the 
classic shaft with a befitting tribute to the 
memory of the great statesman who lies 
beneatli it. It is sad indeed to to see such 
elegant design destroyed in its general 
effect by a dwarfish figure, which may 
be regarded as the “counterfeit presentment’ 
of any other man than Henry Clay. 

Cincinnati seems very lively to-night along 
the levee; lights of ail colors are darting 
about on the river, while bells, whistles, 
and calliopes keep np a terrible din. This, 
however, is a part of the panorama of the 
war, and I shall close ray eyes upon it for the 
night, and betake myself to rest preparatory 
to an early start in the morning Wnshington- 
ward.

Stan- 
lilf, the Chief of Police, for assistance to quell 
the disturbance. In the meantime the drunken 
soldiers returned to their quarters and procured 
guns, threatening to annihilate the entire 
[lolicc force. The Chief of Police then made 
a requisition for a military guard, which was 
promptly furnished from the Provost Guard, 
the detail being sent out under Lieuts. Tin- 
dall and Abbott, who, with the police, dis- 
persed the riotous party, after arresting Michael 
Riley, J. Marr, D. Holland. A. McElroy, and 
G. Prendiville. Holland is a citizen, hut the 
remainder belong to the array. 

— Two men named Kane 
and iShickey have been in the habit, during 
the last two or three months, ot representing 
themselves ns night policemen, and under that 
guise taking various liberties with citizens. 
McAllister’s alley, between Sixth and Seventh 
nnd Walnut and Chestnut streets, has been for 
the most part the scene of their operations, 
t in Saturday n>ght Officers J 03 . Lamborn and 
Thos. Antic came up with the party and ar- 
rested them. They will have an examination 
before Judge Johnston this morning.

REBEL ACCOUNT OF THE HARTSVILLE 
AFFAIRS. 

The Chattanooga Rebel of the 10th says: 

The city was alive with rumprs yesterday 
concerning Ihe movements of our army in 
front of Nashville, hut they were of too vague 
and uncertain a character to even justify an 
opinion as to what has been done in that quar- 
ter. We obtain the following information of 
a brilliantly successful engagement of a por- 
tion of our troops with a Yankee force at 
Hartsville, Sumner county, through a private 
despatch to Mr. E. M. Bruce, which has been 
kindly furnished us by that gentleman. On 
Sunday last, two regiments of Hansou s brig- 
ade, l lie Second and Ninth Kentucky, under 
Hunt’s and Morgan’s commands, attacked the 
Federate at Haitsville, in Sumner county, 
about thirty miles north of Nashville, killiug 
near two hundred and capturing the balance, 
fifteen hundred in number. Our loss was 
al>oat one hundred, of which 
Kentucky lost sixty-five. 

The Murfreesboro’ (Rebel) Banner of the 
same date has the following: 

Since the eventful conflict of Sunday at 
Hartsville, under the leadership of Gen. Mor- 
gan and Col. Hunt, there has been a incid- 
ence of moving affairs on our advance Hues. 
The euemy has been taught a lesson that they 
will not soon forget.

The fog began to disappear early in the 
morning, affording an unobstructed view of 
our own and the rebels’ positions. 

It being evident that the first ridge of hills 
in the rear of the city, on which the enemy 
had his guns jjosted behind works, could not 
be carried except by a charge of infantry, Gen. 
Sumner assigned that duty to Gen. French’s 
diTisIpn, which was supported by General 
Howard’s. 

The troops advanced to their works at ten 
minutes before twelve at a brisk run, thccue- 
my’s guns opening upon them a very rapid 
fire. When within musket range, at the base 
of the ridge, our troops met a terrible fire 
from the rebel infantry, which were posted 
behind a stone wall and some houses on the 
right of the line. This checked the advance of 
our men, and they fell back to a small ravine, 
but not out of musket range. 

At this time another body of men moved to 
their assistance in splendid style. Notwith- 
standing large gaps were made in their ranks 
by the rebel artillery when our troops arrived 
at the first line of the rebel defences, they 
double-ciuicked, and with fixed bayonets cn- 
deavorea to dislodge the rebels from their 
hiding places. 

The concentrated fire of the rebel artillery 
and infantry which our men were forced to 
face, was too much for them, and the center 
ga\‘e way in disorder; but afterwards they 
were rallied and brought back. 

From that time the lire was spiritedly car- 
ried on, and never cease'd until alter dark. 

General Franklin, who commanded the at- 
tack on the left, met with a better success. He 
succeeded, after a hard day’s fight, in driving 
the rebels about one mile. Atone time the 
rebels advanced to attack him, but were hand- 
somely repulsed, with terrible slaughter, and 
loss ot between four and five hundred prison- 
ers, belonging to General A. P. Hill’s com 
m&nd. 

General Franklin s movement was directed 
down the river, and his troops are encamped 
to-night not far from the Massabonix creek. 
Our troops sleep to-night where they fought 
to-day. 

The dead and wounded are being carried 
from the field. 

The following is a list of officers killed and 
wounded as far as yet known: General Jack- 
son, of the Pennsylvania reserves, killed; Gen. 
Bayard, struck in the thigh by a shell, and 
afterward died; Gen. Vinton, wounded in the 
side, but not seriously ; Gen. Gibbons, wound- 
ed in the baud; Gen. Kimball, wounded iu the 
thigh; Gen. Caldwell, wounded in two places, 
but not seriously; Col. Sinclair, of the Penn- 
sylvania reserves, wounded seriously; Col. 
Hendrickson, commanding 0th New York 
State militia, wounded seriously. 

The following is the loss of officers in the 
5th New Hampshire regiment: Col. Cross, 
wounded in the abdomen; Maj. Stuvesant, 
killed; Adjutant Dodd, killed; Capt. Murray, 
killed; Capt. Perry, killed. 

The firing of musketry ceased about six 
o’clock this evening, but the rebels continued 
throwing shells into the city until 8 o’clock. 

The position of the rebels was as follows: 
Gen. Longstreet was on the left, and holding 
the main works, Gen. A. P. Hill and Stone- 
wall Jackson were in front of Frankiin, with 
Jackson’s right resting on the Rappahannock 
and Hill's forces acting as a reserve. 

General Burnside will renew the battle at 
daylight in the morning’. The troops are in 
good spirits and not in the least disheartened.

At daylight this morning there was a heavy 
fire of artillery and infantry in front of the 
first line of works, where (lens.

The lire 
slaeked about an hour afterward and wn 9 
beard only ut intervals, until now the same 
oceurred in front of Gen. Franklin's division, 
down the river. The object of both parties 
was, evidently, to toil the other. 

During last night and this forenoon the reb- 
els have considerably extended their works 
and strengthened their positions. Large bodies 
of troops are now to be seen where but few 
were to be found yesterday. 

Those killed yesterday while charging 
the enemy's works, remain where they fell. 
When attempting their removal, last night, 
the rebels opened fire with infantry. The 
wounded have all been removed from the 
field, and all the dead obtained thus far 
arc now being buried. The indications 
are that no decisive battle will be fought to- 
day unites the enemy should bring on the en- 
gagement, which they will not piobably do.

Fredericksburg, Dec. 13, A. M. 

It is ascertained beyond doubt that tile rebel 
force is nearly 200 , 000 . Jackson commands the 
rebel right, extending from Gerris' station to 
Port Royal. Longstreet ha9 the centre, ex- 
tending from Gerris station to the Tclyh road, 
and Lee and Stewart on the left. 

The Herald's despatch, dated Headquarters, 
last night, says (leu. Franklin’s line moved 
torward at sunrise with his right resting on 
the river, three miles below. Skirmishin * 
commenced on the left about d.ivliglit, and 



soon after a rebel battery opened on our lines, 
and the 0th New York militia was ordered to 
charge, lint, nftcr a tierce struggle, were com- 
pelled to retire. 

The remainder of the brigade, under General 
Tyler, then charged the enemy’s guns, when 
the fight became general on the extreme left. 
The divisions of Generals Mead and Gibbons 
encountered the rigid of General A. P. Hill’s 
command. The canroaading was terrific, 
though our troops suffered but little from the 
enemy’s artillery. Gradually the fight ex- 
tended around to the right. General di- 

vision then went iff, and then Brooks’ divi- 
sion. About 10 o'clock General Sumner 
engaged the enemy back of the city, since 
which the battle lias raged furiously along the 
whole line. 

The enemy, who occupied the woods nnd 
hills, had a much more advantageous position, 
but early in the day were driven bneka inilennd 
a half on their right. About noon Gen. Gib- 
bons was relieved by Gen. Donbleday and Gen. 
Mead by Gen. Stevenson. Afterwards Gen. 
Newton’s division moved to tile support of the 
left, when the firing ceased for a short time 
and broke out with greater fierceness in ihe 
centre, where our troops were exposed to a 
raking lire from the enemy's earthworks. 
Along the whole line the battle has been fierce 
all day, with great loss to both sides. 

To-night each army holds its first position, 
except a slight advance of our left. Cannon- 
ading is still going on, and musketry breaks 
out at intervals quite fiercely. 

General Bayard was hit ill the hip by a solid 
shot while conversing with General Frankiin. 

Several hundred prisoners were taken who 
report that Loe's whole army is in the vicini- 
ty. Hill’s troops started down the river this 
morning but returned. 

General Franklin to-night is opposed to 
Stonewall Jackson. 

It is impossible to form an accurate idea of 
the loss on either side. 

The city suffered terribly from the enemy's 
artillery, and is crowded with our troops, the 
front extending but a short distance beyond. 
The light will probably be renewed to-mor- 
row. A balloon has been up all day. About 
dark our forces carried the right crest of the 
li ill occupied by the rebels, driving them from 
the position with great slaughter. 

This evening the rebels have been shelling 
Fredericksburg, endeavoring to drive our 
troops out, but without success. 

General Burnside is in the city ]>ersonally 
directing operations. 

Advices from the army stale that General 
Meredith commands a division, nnd Colonel 
Cutler, of Michigan, his late brigade. 

Adjutant Dodd reported killed is uninjured. 



Washinotom, Dec. 14. 

Gentlemen iq high public positions repeat 
the assertion, as coming from Gen. Bnruside, 
that he has men enough, and therefore desires 
no further reinforcements. 

Jt is thought hers that about forty thousand 
of our troops were engaged in yesterday's but- 
tle. From information received early this 
morning, preparations were making all night 
for a conflict to-day, Gen. Burnside remaining 
on the field giving orders and looking to the 
position and condition of his forces. 

Additional surgeons and everything which 
the necessities of the wounded require have 
been despatched from Washington. 

The Sanitary Commission despatched a ves- 
sel to Aquia Creek to-day with surgeons, nur- 
ses, and hospital stores for the wounded in the 
recent battle.

The steamer Commercial has brought Mem- 
phis dates of the llth. I extract the follotv- 
mg: 

Gen. Alvin P. llovey goes up to Mt. Ver- 
non, Indiana, upon the steamer Sunshine, to- 
day, to visit liis wife, who is very ill. He re- 
ports that the late expedition was eminently 
successful. He had three fights with the reb- 
els — one at Tallahatchee, one at York river, 
and one at Oakland, the last the most severe. 

In all the enemy were driven. At Oakland, 
llovey lost fifteen horses and had several men 
wounded, hut none killed. He lost one can- 
non. He went to Grenada and captured a 
rebel messenger, w ith an important despatch, 

saying the Confederates would make a stand 

at P'S I'h'c'k . He eat ' 1 ! 1 the 1, ridges on the I er of Nena Sahib. 
Mississippi Central Railroad and .Mississippi ] Colonel Lucius M L 
and Tennessee Road, and effectually blocked 1 
the rebel means of transportation. 

The rebels are reported fleeing toward Can- 
ton. It is supposced they cannot rally sooner 
than at Jackson. The report is circulating in 
Memphis that the bombardment has again 
commenced upon Vicksburg. 

The steamer Silver Moon came up to-day 
from Memphis, bound for Cincinnati. 

The news from the South is not important. 

Several steamers, including the Pike, Blue 
Wing, Gladiator, J. R. Williams, Catahoula, 

Lake City, Polar Star, and Alhambra were ar- 
rested at different points on the river below 
Helena, on Monday last, charged witli trading 
with the rebels contrary to the rules of the 
Government. The Lake City had three hun- 
dred bales of cotton, and the Catahoula six 
hundred and fifty bales. 

It had been understood that some of these 
Steamers had permits to trade at certain points 
on the Mississippi. 



Fortress Monroe, Dec. 13. 

The Richmond F.nquirer of the 12th has the 
following: Heavy firing is going on at Fred- 
ericksburg. Longstreet’s troops are engaged. 
The cannonading is severe. 

On Thursday last our batteries, stationed 
above and below the town, opened lire upon 
the gunboats anchored in the stream, consist- 
ing of the Freeborn, Anacosta, Live Yankee, 
and Resolute. The firing lasted an hour and 
a half, and was very heavy and rapid. Eleven 
houses were struck and lour completely rid- 
dled. Notice was given of our inteutiun. The 
gunboats dropped down the river some miles.

Messrs. F.oitohs: In your paper of this 
morning it is stated that “Woodward and 
Johnson are advancing on Hopkinsville, and 
Col. Shackleford is falling hack on Russell- 
ville.” Injustice to Col. S. the tacts iu regard 
to the recent move from Hopkiusvillo to Rus- 
sellville should be known to the public. Col. 
S., with two squadrons of bis regiment, the 
8th Kentucky, was stationed at Hopkinsville, 
and doirnr splendid work in gathering in the 
“butternut"^ crop, which is rather abundant 
round about in that region; he was getting up 
quite a revival among ihesecesh. Many were, 
in good faith, returning to their allegiance. 
The good work was going on gloriously, when 
an order came that the enemy in force under 
Forrest were moving in that direction. In a 
few hours another peremptory order came or- 
dering Col. S., with his entire command and 
all stores, with as much expedition as pos- 
sible, to fall back on Russellville, which order 
was obeyed. At the time Col. S. had scouts 
out to the Cumberland river, at Donclaon and 
Clarksville, while Col. Lowe had scouts from 
Donclsqn to Clarksville on the opposite side 
of the river, to watch the approach of an ene- 
my. An unbroken chain of these was kept 
up from Douclson to Hopkinsville, the posts 
being hut six miles apart, where they were 
ever ready with horses saddled to carry 
any news of importance, as upon the wings of 
the wind. 

When Forrest was reported in Clarksville, at 
the very time a squad of Col. S.’s men, under 
command qf Capt. Johnson, only thirty strong, 
hnd undisputed possession of the place, and 
remained iu perfect quiet all night, with not 
even a false alarm to mar the sweetness of 
their slumbers. The next day the Captain, 
with his little squad, moved toward Hopkins- 
ville; arriving jpst at nightfall, astounded to 
find his friends had gone to Russellville, he 
took military possession of the place, where 
at last accounts he still remained in perfect 
security. Such are the facts, and Woodward 
and Jolmsou, nor nobody else, were moving 
in that direction at all. Col. S. had on hand 
thirty-live guerillas at the time, whom he 
brought to Russellville and turned over to Col. 
Bruce. 

When Col. S. made known the facts at Rus- 
sellville, his command was ordered immedi- 
ately back. Very respectfully, L.

It was discovered that there was no large 
force of rebels ns far west as Franklin. 

Tlierc is a considerable force of rebels near 
Nolinsville, another near Murfreesboro, and 
a considerable force this side of Steward’s 
creek. There was no enemy at Lebanon 
Morgan is about promiscuously with five 
thousand men. The enemy is waiting an at- 
tack. The rebel force does not exceed seven 
thousand. 

The M urfrecsboro Rebel Banner of yeeter- 
lny admits the loss at Hartsville in two regi 
ments of over eighty men.
